RAMBLING8 IN JAPAN 

We have Just read the April 1st 
issue of the Raymond Recorder with 
Its story of Rotary in Tokyo, etc. 
the impression grows that we are 
getting too long winded, and that all 
you good folks there must be getting 
fed up on Japanese stories, but this 
assignment is like holding the ele¬ 
phants tale in the circus. It is one 
most interesting tale (pun) and hard 
to let go. 

For today we give some highlights 
on foods of Japan. 

This metropolis naturally caters to 
all food tastes and you can eat out 
for weeks If the yen hold out, going 
to dining spots. 

American, Chinese, French, Ger¬ 
man, Indian, Mongolian, Russian, 
Italian, and, of course, Japanese. 

Let us then savor Japanese food. 
Some, of course, you can secure in 
Raymond. You would be welcome to 
see the stock carried for the Japan¬ 
ese people at the church, although 
we do not know If the stock is for 
sale. 

Sukiyaki to many folks displaces 
rice as the Japanese national dish, 
but not so to them. 

You’ sit around a bubbling dish of 
fine sliced beef cooking in a heavy 
iron pan over a charcoal brazier. The 
kimona-clad waitress cooks the meat 
nearly through, then adds the vege¬ 
tables in small quantities — say 
bamboo shoots, leeks, peppers, snow 
peas, asparagus, all giving off de¬ 
lightful odors, and served together, 
piping hot. 

We enjoyed one evening at Chins- 
anoho. This is a restaurant set in the 
most beautiful garden. Food waa like 
Japanese, but cooked Mongolian over 
red hot slats; first beef, leeks, on¬ 
ions, sweet potatoes then chicken and 
pork with peppers, each piece served 
individually around the concrete ta¬ 
ble, ending with rice and raw fruit. 
There were 17 acres of Japanese gar¬ 
den to love and admire. 

Then one evening at Onoya Hotel 
in Atumi, we had a Japanese Tem¬ 
pura meal. This is food which has 
been dipped in a batter and fried in 
a deep fat. When the four elements, 
absolutely fresh ingredients, a light 
batter, pleasant smelling, fresh cook¬ 
ing oil and the sauce, made of grated 
white daikon (radish) soy sauce and 
broth from boiling dried fish are 
combined, there is a dish for all epi¬ 
cures. 

Fish is the main food, including 
shrimp, sea eels, squid, whitebait and 
migochi. Then the vegetables include 
ginko nuts, peppers, eggplant, clover, 
asparagus and celery. The batter

should coat the food like a priest's 
robe — not clinging or close, but 
easily slipped off. Americans prefer 
shrimp only. 

We have led you by degrees to a 
real nine-course Japanese dinner, 
which goes so far away from Cana¬ 
dian cooking that it was a real ad¬ 
venture. 

Eight of us went Japanese one 
night at an exclusive restaurant near 
Ueno Park. We were introduced by 
Mrs. Takaleo, one of the court ladies, 
and when properly seated on zabu- 
tons (cushions) on the floor, we faced 
a Japanese table about 10 inches 
high.

at each entrance and to every guest, 
ns served. Chopsticks were the tools, 
and all dishes were served in tiny 
bowls. There was a beautiful Tokon- 
oma in the room. 

First we were given hot damp 
towels for hands and faces — then 
came the food. 

— Japanese Tea. Ilamboo shoots in 
Curd Sauce — smalll raw lobsters, 
served In the shell with feelers and 
eyes complete. This was beyond Mrs. 
Wood and I had to finish oft about 
three of them. On the plate were raw 
Quail eggs, opened, and 1 had to do 
three of these too. Curlings of shaved 
raw fish and shredded daikon — 
small piece of hot pork, egg custard, 
served in the shell and slightly sweet 

— 1 stalk asparagus, cooked and 1 
pod broad beans, very tiny — a fish 
soup with Whitebait, Kimsei and a 
jelly like substance floating with tiny 
plants on top (pond plants). — Tem¬ 
pura Course, Prawn and Whitesole— 
with rice and Shoyii—fresh Japanese 
strawberries, over 3 inches long. The 
top ones are shaped like sharp cones, 
to a point, served with fruit sugar 

— green or black tea. 

This took about two hours and the 
ladies did not fare so well, but as 
a hardened fish-eater, I did very well 
indeed, about three times my aver¬ 
age. 

Alter all this talk of food, cooking 
and dining out, I would like you to 
know- that home food is best after all 
and we are having a real battle on 
the weight and diet questions. We 
are to try Russian cooking next. 

We are keeping up on home news 
about three weeks behind, and Just 
now are exulting in the achievements 
of the Raymond CometB. Congratula¬ 
tions to the team, its coaches and 
managers. 

By now, of course, beets and grain 
have been planted and the good 
earth, with its good farmers, will 
produce again that true wealth which 
comes from all honest endeavour. 

We attended the Tokyo District 
Green and Gold Ball, last Saturday 
night, held with the usual eclat—for 
about 200—at Grant Heights Audi¬ 
torium. The love for Church and its 
activities is deep and strong in this 
far country. 

(We would like to draw Mr. Woods 
attention to the fact that today, April 
26th. our early morning rain turned 
to snow again, and that this month 
has been far too wet for much plant¬ 
ing. Eat your lobster eyes and raw 
birds eggs, Mr. Wood, the weather is 
better there than here. Ed.)
